The Atlanta soheol reform measure, 
providing for the election of the board 
of education by the people, is now a 
law in that it has been passed by both | 
houses of the general assembly, and 
remains oniy to receive the signature 
of Governor Dorsey to become a part 
of the oity charter of Atlanta. 

The amendment was passed by the 
genate early Friday morning, and in 
the exact form as passed by the house 
except that the chairman of the com- 
mittee on schools of the general coun- 
cil was made along with the mayor 
a member ex-officio of the elected 


board; and the final paragraph stipu- 
! already, set forth 

in the provisions, was omitted. 
Amendment Quickly Passed. 

The amended measure was quickly 
transmitted to the house for concur- 
rence. At the unanimous request of the 
three members of the Fulton delega- 
tion: it was placed immediately, and de- 
fore noon it had been written by unani- 
mous vote into the charter laws of the 
city. 

This reform measure places the city’s 
echool system directly into the hands 
of the people, and does so with every 


administration. 

The board to be elected in December 
is to consist of five men, chosen by 
the people, one from each of five dfs- 
tricts, each school district to be com- 
posed of two contiguous wards. These 
members are to be chosen by the voters 
of the city at large, but there must 
be one representative from each dis- 
trict, so that every ward in the city 
has its own member on the school 
board, the choice of the whole people.

UNTIL RAIN COMES 


Georgia Railway and Power 
Co. Issues Notice Which 
Affects Many Big Con- 
cerns in Atlanta and Geor- 
gia. 


Beginning at midnight of next Mon- 
day, August 12, all industrial plants 
taking current from the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric company will have 
to shut down and remain idle, go far as 


energy supplied by the above company 
is concerned, until a general rain over 
the Carolinas and north Georgia sup- 
plies a sufficient head of water to 
generate the necessary current. 

This information was transmitted to 
the various industrial plants taking 
power from the Georgia Railway and 
Power company by the following let- 
ter sent out Wednesday by Rawson 
Collier, sales manager: 

“Gentlemen: According to recent 
letters sent to you, this letter is a 
final notice that it will be necessary 
for you to temporarily discontinue 
totally, the use of the hydro electric 
service we have ‘been furnishing

cover the Tallulah watershed, nor was 
it general in the Carolinas, from which 
much of the water in north Georgia 
streams is supplied, therefore the 
threatened curtailment of power was 
staved off only a week. 

As will be seen from the letter, the 
shutoff of power is indefinite, being 
contingent upon rainfall. The Chatta- 
hoochee, which furnishes power for the 
Bull Sluice plant, and the Tallulah 
creek, which supplies the water head 
for the operation of the Tallulah 
turbines, are lower than they have 
ever been since the operation of the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany began, and Mr. Collier says the 
company is now facing an unprec- 
dented condition. 

The rainfall for the Tallulah water- 
shed is about 15 per cent deficient for 
the year, and is more than five inches 
short for normal August. The Chatta- 
hoochee flow has been depleted more 
than two-thirds within the past seven 
days, and is rapidly getting lower. 

Domestic Consumers Not Affected. 

The curtailment of power for the in- 
dustrial plants, however, will not seri- 


ously affect the forty or more cities in 
north Georgia depending upon the 
power company for light, the pumping 
of water, etc., nor will it affect the do- 
mestic consumers in the city of At- 
lanta. The street railwav schedules 


gets much lower than it is at present, 
and the power supplied to Camp Gordo 
Camp Jessup and Fort McPherson an 
other army camps will be continued.

Before the steam plants could 
be delivered, according to a technical 
man who has studied the situation, the 
electric company would have completed 
its big reservoir at Tallulah Falls, ana 
this would prevent the recurrence of 
such a condition is now obtains. 


‘Unprecedented Condition. 


“Weare facing an unprecedented con- 
dition,” said Rawson Collier, sales man- 
ager for the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, “and we have never 
seen 8 like it before since in- 
augurating the business.

MORE THAN 200 TOWNS 
RECAPTURED BY ALLIES 


Germans Have Been Driven 
From Much French Terri- 
tory Since July 10. 


With the American Army on the 


Vesle, August 9.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—In their offensive since July 
10 the allies have regained approxi- 
mately 1,500 square kilometers. More 
than 200 villages and towns, including 
Soissons, Chateau Thierry and Fismes 
are again in the hands of the allies.

According to information contained in 
documents in possession of the French 
and Americans, the Germans in the rear 
guard fighting during the retreat used 
four more divisions than they had con- 
templated using to break the French 
line when the German offensive began, 
The enemy plans called for thirteen 
divisions to shatter the French and to 
cross the Marne between Dormans and 
Chatteau Thierry. 

Information gathered by the allies 
is to the effect that in faHing back 
the Germans brought into action at 
least seventeen divisions before reach- 
ing the Vesle. Additional reinforce- 
ments have been brought up since the 
Vesle was crossed. A division which 
was resting in Flanders is known to 
have reached the region north of 
Fismes Tuesday.

AMERICAN TROOPS. 
CAPTURE FISMETTE 


On the North Bank of the 
Vesle River--With the Vil- 
lage the Americans Took 
One Hundred Germans. 


Paris, August 9.—(Havas Agency.)— 
American troops have captured the vil- 
lage of Fismette, on the north bank of 
the Vesle river, a short distance north- 
west of Fismes. With the village they 
took ope hundred prisoners. 


With the American Army on the 
Vesle Front, August 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Three vicious but in- 
effectual thrusts were made last night 

nd today by the Germans against the 
ine west of Rheims. The net result 
was a smart repulse by the French, 
against whom the most determined at- 
tack was made. and the inclusion of 
the northern suburb of Fismes in the 
American line, in addition to about a 
hundred prisoners. 

Throughout the night and day the 
operations in the Soissons-Rheims sec- 
tor were characterized mostly by artil- 
lery fire. in which the Germans shifted 
their long-rangé guns from time to 
time to reach villages and roads which 
they themselves traversed a week ago. 

Cloudiness continued to interfere 
with aerſal operations, although both 
aides were busier than during the past 
few days. Two German planes were 
brought down by the Americans. 

The occupation of the northern 
suburb, separated from Fismes by the 
Vesle, took place after a terrific artil- 
lery bombardment. which was begun 
yesterday. The village was virtually 
reduced when the order to advance was 
given today.

Carleton Henderson Says

Following the death of J. Walter 
Hightower, 60 years old, a prominent 
resident of Stockbridge, Ga., early Fri- 
day morning at a local hospital, Carle- 
ton Henderson, 30 years old, a cotton 
mill worker, of Eagan Park, Friday 
night was held at the Fulton county 
Tower without bond on the charge of 
murder. The old man’s death re- 
sulted from a wound he received in a 
fight with Hightower, which occurred 
in a patch of woods near Stockbridge, 
Ga., last Monday night. ~ 

Immediately after the shooting High- 
tower was placedinanautomobile and 
rushed to an Atlanta hospital, where 
an operation was performed in an ef- 
fort to save his life. It is said that 
the bullet entered his stomach. 

Henderson was turned over to Sheriff 
Ward. The next day sentiment ran so 
high in Stockbridge that the sheriff 
thought it was best to send the pris- 
oner to Atlanta. . 

When seen at the county jail early 
Friday. night, Henderson's throat was 
bandaged, while he exhibited a deep 
gash on his right hand. He stated he 
intended to employ counsel and plead 
self-defense. He said that he went to the 
scene of the encounter with a friend 
who used to live there, and who told 
him that they had some fine peach 
brandy, and plenty of games on every 
night. Eight persons were in the 
party when he arrived, he added.

Already having penetrated the Picar- 

Ay salient to a depth of nearly 12 miles 
in the center toward the vicinity of 
the important railroad junction of 
Chauines, and at other points along 
the arc pushed forward between five 
and seven miles, the northern and 
southern flanks of the battle front, 
where the Germans had been resisting 
desperately, gave way before the pres- 
sure respectively of the British and 
French.

enemy is endeavoring to escape from 
their advancing foes. All behind the 
line the Germans are destroying am- 
munition depots as they quit their po- 
sitions. 


MONTDIDIER 
NEAR FALL. 


With the new turn or events Mont- 
didier is in an uncomfortable position, 
with the allies hammering away cross- 
fire at the Germans holding it and with 
the only railroad leading into the town 
also under their guns. A forced evac- 
uation of the town seems not improb- 
able. In fact, with further pressure 
eastward by the allies betweer the 
Somme and the Avre and with the pos- 
sibility of pressure northward against 
the Germans from the line running 
northwestward from Soissons it is not 
outside the realm of possibility that 
the entire Montdidier salient will have 
to be abandoned. 

There has been little fighting of 
great moment on the Vesle river, ex- 
cept in the nature of reciprocal artil- 
lery duels.

GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSSES IN GVS

Berlin, August 9.—(Via London.)— 
The German official communication is- 
sued today claim that German coun- 
ter attacks stopped the allied progress 
between the Somme and the Avre, just 
east of the line Morcourt-Harbon- 
nieres - Caix - Fresnoy-Contoire.

London, August 9%.—Fighting was 
still continuing between the Anglo-

ish official communication received 
from Field Marshal Haig this evening. 
The general line of Pierrepont, Arvil- 
lers, Rosieres, Rainecourt and Mor- 
court has been attained by the allied 
troops this evening. 

The communication says that 17,000 
prisoners and between 200 and 300 guns 
have been captured.

NEW VICTORIES 
FOR THE FRENCH. 


Paris, August 9.—The official com- 
munication from the war office tonight 
says the British and French troops 
continued their advance today and won 
new victories after breaking the ene- 
my’s resistance. The French troops 
took 4,000 prisoners. besides a great 
quantity of war materials, and captured 
several important towns on the south- 
ern end of the battle zone. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Continuing our advance on the right 

the forces of the British and our own 
troops won new successes today after 
having broken the resistance of the 
enemy. We have captured the villages 
of Pierrepont. Contoire and Hangest- 
en- Santerre. 
“Beyond the railway east of Hangest 
we have reached Arvillers. which is in 
our possession. Our progress in this 
direction has reached fourteen kilome- 
ters in depth. 

“Besides considerable material, which 
has not yet been enumerated, we have 
made on our part 4,000 prisoners. Our 
losses and those of our British alies 
are particularly light. 

“On the Vesle Americans troops cap- 
tured Fismette, where they took 100 
prisoners. | K 
i “Aviation: The French aviators have 
been a valuable auxiliary in the battle 
to the south and east of Rheims. In 
spite of a thick mist and low clouds, 
which fnereased the difficulty of their 
work, our squadrons made numerous 
reconnaissances above the énemy lines, 
taking part in the fight with their ma- 
chine guns. During the battle they 
captured four enemy airplanes. Four 
captive balloons were shot down. Final- 
ly, our bombing machines dropped 
nearly ten tons of shells during the 
night on railway stations in the neigh- 
borhood of Cheulneg. Nesles. Ham .and 
Roye. Fires and nxplosions were ob- 
served, particularly in Roye and 
Nesles. 

“The enemy is continuing his at- 
tacks between the Somme and Avre,” 
said the official statement from general 
headquarters tonight.

‘GERMANS RETIRE 
IN GREAT HASTE 
CHASED BY ALLIES 


With the British Armv in France, 
August 9.—(By the Associated Press.) 
The British and French divisions have 
‘gained more ground in the great bat- 
jtle raging in the Amiens-Somme dis-, 
‘trict. The latest reports appear to 
show the Germans are retiring in great 
haste. i 

The scenes on the battle ground over 
Which the allies already have passed 
give evidence of this haste in aban- 
doning guns, stores and even regimen- 
tals and artillery maps and papers. 

Aerial observers report large streams 
of transports and men hurrying east- 
ward in full retreat. 

Beaucourt fell to the allied forces 
this morning and Lequesnel also was 
taken after hot all-night fighting. 


Work of Armored Cars. 


The cavalry is working far back to- 
ward the Somme and is still rounding 
up villages while tanks and armored 
cars are running over the country 
clearing away for the troops or killing 
horses drawing enemy supplies. 

The drivers of motor truck and lor- 
ries are chasing parties of Germans 
here and there, scattering them or run- 
ning them to earth. 

The details of some of the work of 
these armored cars show that they 
have performed valiant services. One 
of them ran into a German-held town 
yesterday while the German corps sta- 
tioned there was having lunch. It turn- 
ed its gun through the quarters’ win- 
dows, killed some of the staff and 
then chased others, who escaped from 
the house. At Rosier another car set 
an army train on fire. A group of 
cars met, far inside the enemy lines, 
a German supply column and halted it. 
Four mounted German officers came up 
to see what the trouble was and were 
shot from the cars, which then proceed- 
ed to make quick work of the column. 

At Framerville, the cars engaged a 
train loaded with the enemy and fi- 
nally set it afire. Tanks entered this 
town soon afterward, helped the ar- 


mored cars clean it up and then hoist- 


ed flags on the roof of the building 
which had been ‘German corps head- 
quarters. One car met a high Ger- 
man officer riding in an automobile 
along the road. The officer was killed 
and his machine captured.

This is considered an indication that 
they are preparing to retreat. 

Allied airmen have blown up many 
of the bridges over the Somme river, 
and the enemy’s retreat is seriously 
-embarrassed. The British cavalry has 
, rounded up many prisoners, but the 
‘larger part of the 14,000 so far taken 
were captured by Australians and Ca- 
nadians. 

It is reported that a German divi- 
sional general has been captured in the 
drive.

Russia in State of War 


With Entente Nations, 


Says Bolsheviki Chief 


Statement Made to the Sov- 
iets by Premier Lenine, 
According to U. S. Consul 
Poole. 


Washington, August 9%—American 
Consul Poole, at Moscow, has informed 
the state department that Lenine, the 
Bolshevik premier, recently declared 
before a gathering of soviets in Moscow 
that a state of war existed between 
the Russian government and the en- 
tente allies. 

In response to questions from the 
allied consuls, Tchitcherin, commissary 
of foreign affairs, said the premier’s 
statement need not be considered a 
declaration of war, but that it rather 
was a declaration of a state of defense 
on the part of Russia, similar to the 
situation that existed at one time with 
Germany. 


BRITISH STATEMENT 
TO THE RUSSIANS. 

London, August 9.— British represent- 
atives at Vladivostok, Murmansk and 
Archangel have published a declaration 
of the “British government to the peo- 
ples of Russia.” 

The declaration says the allies are 
coming as friends to “help you save 
yourselves from destruction at the 
hands of Germany.” It declares that 
allied troops are entering Russia to 
help and that not a foot of territory is 
desired, and states there is no inten- 
tion of imposing a political system 
upon Russia, which must work out its 
own form of government.

Washington, August 9.—General 
Kikuzo Otani, one of Japan’s most dis- 


tinguished soldiers, has been chosen to

have absolute control of the election 
of superintendent, tedchers, etc., after 
the 1918-19 term expires next June. 
Previsions of Measure. 

The provisions of the measure as 
written in full into Atlanta's ae 
follows: 


“The board of education of the city 
of Atlanta shall hereafter be composed 
of five members, selected as hereinaft- 


er provided, and the mayor and the 


chairman of the committee on schools 
of the general gouncil shall be ex- 
officio members ‘thereof, and, as so 
constituted, same shall hereafter be 
recognized as one of the regular boards 
of the city government. 

“The said five members shall be 
elected from citizens of and from five

and two for three years; the mayor to 
serve during his term of office, and the 
chairman of the committee of schools 
shall serve during the year of his ap- 
pointment. At the conclusions of said 
terms, at the elections, the successor to 
each of said five members shall be 
elected and serve for a term of two 
years each, or until their successors 
shall have been elected and qualified. 


Ne Decrease in Funds. 


“The mayor and general council for 
the year 1919, and each year succeed- 


ing same, shall set apart for the sole 


and exclusive use of the board of edu- 
cation, from the current funds of that 
year, a sum not less than the propor- 
tion of the funds set apart to said 
board in the present year. The purpose 
of this provision being that, as the in- 
come of the city increases, the total 
annual appropriations to said board 
shall increase, but the percentage 
thereof shall not be less than the same 
as set apart and fixed by the mayor 
and general council during the pres- 
ent year, and during each succeeding 
year prior to the year when the appor- 
tionment is made. 

“Said board shall have the sole con- 
trol of the distribution and disburse- 
ment of the apportionment made each 
year, and shall not exceed. in their ex- 
penditures or contracts. the total of 
the yearly apportionment. All pay- 
ments therefrom shall be made as pro- 
vided by existing charter provisions. 

„Said board shall be held responsible 
for the proper use, disposition and ex- 
penditure of the funds so appropriated, 
and shall have the sole authority to fix 
salaries of the officers, employees and 
teachers in said department, the pur- 
chase of supplies therefor, the purchase 
of school property, the erection of 
school houses. the furnishing thereof, 
insuring — and pay the premiums 
therefor. and to take such other steps 
as may be needed in the preservation 
and protection of all property in their 
charge. provided the total amount 85 
expended does not exceed said yearly 
apportionment. 


To Elect Superintendent. 


“Said board shall elect and have con- 


trol over the superintendent, officer3, 
teachers and employees of the depart- 
ment of public schools. nd shall havs 
exolusive sutvervision of the govern- 
ment of said schools and department, 
free and independent of any existing 
or future ordinances of the mayor and 
general council of said city, subject 
9 — to the requirements that all rules 
passed by said board shall be “eason- 
able and in conformity with the con- 
stitution and laws of the state of Geor- 
gia. Said board shall cause ac:urate 
minutes of all its proceedings and an 
accurate record of all exnenditures to 
be kept, both of, which shall be open 
to the inspection of the public at rea- 
sonable hours. 

“The present superintendent, officers 
and teachers shall serv® to the end of 
the terms for which they have been 
elected, and at the salaries fixed for 
euch positions at the time of their elec- 
tion, unless sooner diemissed for cause, 
to be judged of by said board.”

Pertussis, or whooping cough, is 6 
germ disease caused by the Bordet 
Bacilli, which grow and multiply is 
the nose and throat and, after an in- 
cubation period of from seven to ten 
days, produce symptoms of a bad cold 
with cough After about two weeks 
the cough becomes spasmodic, hence 
the “whoop.”

A 
London authority, Dr. Dolan, says it 
is the third among the fatal diseases 
of children.

TRKING PROGRESS 
BY ALIED FORCES 


Secretary Baker Discusses 
Drive Between Albert and 
Montdidier—No American 
Divisions in New Attack. 


Washington, August 9.—Prokress 
made by the Franco-British troops in 
the drive against the Germans between 
Albert and Montdidier has been strik- 
ing, Secretary Baker said today, com- 
menting upon press dispatches from the 
front. 

“The drive is progressing with great 
rapidity,” Mr. Baker said, “and the 
penetration has been greater than that 
made in any recent offensive in the 
same space of time, although upon a 
narrower front.” 3 

The department is still without def - 
inite information as to whether any 
American units are co-operating in the 
new offensive. A considerable force 
of Americans is in trainihg in the Brit- 
ish sector in France, Mr. Baker point- 
ed out, and the presence of these units 
has probably served to aid the Brit- 
ish in getting together men for their 
present operations. So far as is now 
known here, however, no American di- 
Vision is on the line of the new attack. 
Mr. Baker was positive in his belief 
that the successes of the last few weeks 
are largely due to unity of command 
on the western front. He says that 
the unity of action and the elasticity 
which the military organization under 
Marshal Foch has shown both in the 
Aisne-Marne fighting and on the 
Picardy front undoubtedly grew from 
unity of command. 

It is apparent form German news- 
paper comment and opinions of those 
in a position to know the trend of 
thought in Germany, Mr. Baker said, 
the German people are beginning to 
realize that a force capable of securing. 
victory by arms is being built up 
against them on the western front. 
GERMANS RESENTING

Washington, August 9.—The contin- 
used attempts to deceive the German 
people regarding the progress of the 
war and America’s participation are 
meeting with protests in a part of the 
German press, according to an official 
dispatch todav from Switzerland. 

The Muenchner Post, according to 
the dispatch, protests against a recent 
speech delivered at Hamburg by Prince 
Henry of Prussia. in which the last 
battles were represented as German 
victories. It is scaadalous.” says the

in no way corresponds to the reality. 
Germans are not going to let them- 
selves be exhorted like children.

Washington, August 9.— Advertising. 
either through newspapers, or by oth- 
er means, to obtain unskilled labor by 
employers engaged wholly or partly on 
war work with a maximum force of 
more than 100 men is prohibited by an 
order issued today by the department 
of labor. Unskilled labor is being re- 
cruited at present through the United 
States employment service and adver- 
tising is held to interfere with the ac- 
tivities of the service. : 

Non-war industries may continue to 
advertise for unskilled labor, but may 
not in the advertising offer superior 
inducements or in any way undertake 
to compete with government or war 
industries. War industries also may 
continue to advertise for skilled labor.

THE SCHOOL BILL PASSED. 

The Atlanta school bill amending the 
charter of the city so as to take the public 
schools out of the hands of council and place 
them under the control of a small board 
elected by the city at large, passed the gen- 
eral assembly yesterday and it becomes a 
law with the governor’s signature, which is 


assured. 

The house bill was amended in the sen- 
ate so as to provide that the chairman of 
‘the public school committee of council be- 
comes, ex-officio, a member of the board, 
this change being regarded as essential by 
Mayor-Elect Key and being entirely accept- 
able to the advocates of the reforms con- 
templated in the new measure. 


The mayor had already been made a 
member of the board, ex-officio, by the 
house bill, but as he has no voice or vote 
in the proceedings of council, it was 
deemed wise to make the chairman of the 
public school committee of council the in- 
termediary spokesman between that body 
and the board of education. 8 N 


Under the new law the board of educa- 
tion, in addition to these two ex-officio mem- 
bers—the mayor representing the city, 
and the school chairman the council 
will consist five members elected 

one each from territorial school districts 
of two wards each—the boundaries to be 
fixed by council under a limitation requir- 
ing that the two wards forming a school 
territorial division must be contiguous. The 
members so chosen must be chosen by vote

Dog-Control Law 
Of Wide Importance. 

The importance of a dog-control law, one 
of the three special meagures recommended 
to the general assembly by the Georgia Land 
Owners’ association as vital to the develop- 
ment of a profitable live-stock industry in 
Georgia, and a measure which is scheduled 
for early consideration in the house, is em- 
phasized by the chanee visit to Atlanta 
yesterday of A. C. Bigelow, chairman of the 
more-sheep-more-wool bureau of the United 
States. He has collected data from all sec- 
tions of the country on the dog mengce, and 
through his bureau’s activities most of the 
states have now enacted dog laws which do 
not destroy good dogs which are controlled, 
but which operate to save the wool and food 
which war conditions compel to save human 
life, and to help feed and clothe the sol- 
diers. ' 

While calling at the office of Dr. Aber- 
crombie, state health officer, Mr. Bigelow 
made some observations which are worthy 
of thé closest study of every member of the 
general assembly before they shall vote on 
the Davis dog-control bill. Regarding these, 
he said— 


“There is an unfortunate lack of appre- 
ciation on the part of everyone of the seri- 
ous situation which has developed on account 
of the vast numbers of useless dogs which 
are allowed to roam at will, to act as a con- 
gtance menace and danger to human beings 
as destroyers of live stock, poultry and 
game, @nd as an agent for the spread of 
disease germs. 

“The increasing menace to human beings 
in this state,” added Mr. Bigelow, “is shown 
by the following statistics from the Georgia 
state department of health: Number of cases 
of rabies treated, 1912, 673 cases; 1913, 1,063 
cases; 1914, 1,057 cases; 1915, 1,148 cases: 
1916, 1,500 cases; 1917, 1,972 cases; 1918, up 
to June 15, 997 cases. These cases cost the 
state of Georgia on an average of 32.50 for 
each case treated, to say nothing of the 
loss of human and animal life involved. I 
find that for the month of July of last year 
the cases treated were divided as follows: 
Human beings, 180; dogs, 25; cows, 11; hogs, 
5; —— 17. 

„ “Dogs are especially destructive 
sheep,” said Mr. Bigelow, because the * 
is utterly unable to defend itself. The 
United States department of agriculture re- 
ports show an approximate estimate of over 
100,000 sheep killed by dogs in 1913 in the 
farming sections.” 

* * * * 

The cry of the nation today is, “Food 
will win the war.” Our boys over there 
must have food and warm, woolen clothing. 
The nation demands that its citizens fight or 
produce. 

It is no time for legislators to weigh the 
dog in the scale of economic value and 
service. They should enact laws which will 
protect those who are striving to increase 
live-stock production to meet the need of 
the hour, and to build up an industry to 
increase the future prosperity and wealth 
of the state. 

Governor Dorsey in his message to the 
general assembly advocated legislation of 
this character, and Commissioner Brown 
made it a subject in ais. annual report.

The conference committee appointed 
to draft a general tax pill, it was an- 
nounced Friday, had agreed with the 
Senate committee on such a bill, which 
will be reported for action at Mon- 
day's session.

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MEASURE ADOPTED 


Plan Accepted by Senate 
Friday Afternoon Will Per- 
mit Farmers to Borrow 
Money and Hold Crop. 


At the afternoon session Friday the 
upper house of the general assembly 
passed by the vote of 30 to 5 the bill 
by Senator Elders, of the third, which 
creates a state warehouse department 
for Georgia and provides for the es- 
tablishment of one or more cotton 
warehouses, with official weighers and 
Sraders in every county in the state. 
These warehouses are authorized to is- 
sue certificates with official sales on 
cotton stored therein and the certifi- 
cates being backed by the state and 
bearing official stamp as to the grade 
and quality of the cotton will permit 
the farmers to borrow money on them 
at any bank in the state. 

‘Further provisions of the bill state

Soke only reason we ever built our own

‘The stock yards. are already being 
regulated by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture and we have no ob- 
jection te the government taking them 
over completely if it sees fit to de 30. 

“We wish to point out, however, that 
our company has become interested in 
stock yards only for the purpose of pro- 
viding proper market facilities that did 
net otherwise exist and that in such stock 
yards there are open competitive markets 
with uniform and reasonable charges for 
services performed.

Spoke Perfect English, 


“As we were rowing away the U- 
boat started after us and hailed us to 
stop. The submarine came to within 
a boat’s length and an officer, speak- 
ing perfect English, asked our name, 
nationality, cargo and where we were 
from. He did not seem to place us 
and he told one of his men, speaking 
in English, to go below and get him 
Lloyd’s register. Examining the book, 
he said:

He then asked if we had a 
sail, and on being told we did, he ad- 
vised us to hoist it, with the remark 
that the coast was only ten miles to 
the westward.

“He wished us good luck, waved his 
hand and then started after two ships 
that were visible about four or five 
miles away. He soon came within 
shooting distance and we could see 
shells falling about both vessels and 
puffs of smoke from both guns on the 
deck of the submarine.” 

The U-boat was described as being 
“very rusty and slimy, as if it had 
been in the water for a long time.” 


SUBMARINE IS SUNK 
IN ENGLISH CHANNEL 


London, August 9%.—Details of the 
sinking of a German submarine by a 
British armed yacht in the English 
channel are now available. 

Just after sunset one day a call for 
help was picked up by the yacht, 
which immediately headed in the di- 
rection indicated, diverting several 
steamers from the danger zone as she 
went. Half an hour later the lookouts 
sighted the periscope of a submarine 
which was apparently preparing to at- 
tack merchantmen approaching from 
the opposite direction. The periscope 
was barely 160 feet from the port bow 
of the yacht. 

Full speed was at once ordered and 
the yacht drove right over the subma- 
rine just as the periscope disappeared. 
A distinct jar throughout the yacht 
pointed to the probability that she had 
rammed the enemy’s conning tower. 
Two depth charges were ‘dropped al- 
most immediately afterwards. 

While bringing his vessel around to 
pass over the spot again the captain of 
the yacht observed a disturbance in 
the water and as he approached there 
appeared in the center of the disturb- 
ance a bubbling rush of water evident- 

used by volumes of air escaping 
to the surface. A third depth charge 
was dropped in the center of the dis- 
turbance, which presently died away. 

One survivor covered with a thick 
coating of oil was picked up. Every- 
thing possible was done for him on 
board the yacht, but it soon e 
evident he had suffered serious inter- 
nal injuries. He died about three hours 
later.

Baker Says It Is Planned

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to Make Regulations More 
Liberal — Secretary Heard 


by Senate Committee. 


Washington, August 9.—New draft 
regulations under which the govern- 
ment would do the selecting rather than 
leaving it to the registrant, are under 
consideration by the war department. 
This was disclosed today by Secretary 
Baker after he had appeared before 
the senate military committee to urge 
prompt enactment of the new selective 
service act extending the age limits 
to include all men between the ages 
of 18 and 45. 

The war secretary made it plain that 
he is not satisfied with the present 
system under which the registrant must 


claim deferred classification, as many 


men with dependents hesitate for pa- 
triotic reasons to make such a claim. 
In this connection, Mr. Baker said he 
was inclined to the opinion that the 
marriage relations will in itself con- 
stitute deferred classification. 

What Mr. Baker has in mind is to lay 
down a set of questions which the reg- 
istrant would answer and then have 
rules which would take care of the 
classification. He is understood to re- 
gard this as the fair and equitable sys- 
tem. 

The discussion of the draft ages be- 
fore the senate committee, Mr. Baker 
said, followed much the lines taken 
by General March, chief of staff, and 
Provost Marshal General Crowder. The 
committee, he added, did not indicate 
any disposition to question the neces- 
sity for the change, which is urged so 
that the war department can quickly 
secure the men necessary to win the 
war. 

Work or Fight Order. 

“There was some discussion,” Mr. Ba- 
ker said, “as to whether it was the in- 
tention of the department to extend 
the work or fight order to include 
classes of persons in various profes- 
sional occupations. I told them there 
was no present change of the work or 
fight order in contemplation. I said 
that when I decided the baseball case 
I thought perhaps other forms of 
amusement and entertainment might re- 
quire an extension of the order to be op 
a parity with the baseball situation. 
But that was not in.their mind. 

“They had heard from outside 
sources that the department was con- 
sidering bringing professional classes, 
like lawyers, newspaper men and oth- 
ers who were not actually engaged in 
producing war supplies under the or- 
der.“ 

The committee, Mr. Baker continued, 
was especially interested in the effect 
of the extension of the draft age on 
colleges and also in the question as to 
whether young men from 18 up would 
be drawn indiscriminately in class 1 
or placed in a deferred class by age and 
drawn later, giving them some added 
months to come to maturity. - 

“IT told the committee,” said the war 
secretary, “that no fixed policy had 
been determined upon by the depart- 
ment, but that the purpose was to al- 
low the president to defer in class 1 
the call of the youngest men. I have 


always considered, as you perhaps re- 
member, that 19 was the proper min- 
imum, and I have come to the 18 min- 
imum only because it seems necessary 
to get the men.’ 

Secretary Baker was heard behind 
closed doors.

Baker Vigorously Questioned. 

Secretary Baker reviewed the situa- 
tion, but added little to information 
already given to the committee by Gen- 
eral March and Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder, according to a statement 
made by - Chairman Chamberlain after 
the hearing closed. The secretary said 
the decision to extend the draft ages 
was reached only after long study, 
which showed the step to be absolutely 
necessary to carry out the agreement 
made at the allied conference. 

During the hearing Mr. Baker was 
vigorously questioned by Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, and others, it was under- 
stood, regarding what was termed the 
“apparent change of front” on the part 
of the department as to extension of 
the ages. 

Dr. Charles R. Mann, a civilian rep- 
resentative of the war department, dis- 
cussed with the committee the question 
of drafting youths now in educational 
institutions. The committee seeks to de- 
vise some means whereby these boys 
can register, but be permitted to con- 
tinue with their education. 

An amendment to the man-power bill 
designed to prevent strikes is to be 
proposed by Senator Thomas, of Colo- 
rado. Under its provisions an order 
granting a man deferred classification 
for industrial reasons would be nulli- 
fied by his absence from work more 
than five days. 

Gov. Manning Urges Measure. 


Because of the committee’s visit to 
the war council, Chairman Chamberlain 
announced no meeting of the commit- 
tee will be held tomorrow, but one will 
be held next Monday, when an effort 
will be made to reach a favorable re- 
port on the bill. 

Letters urging the prompt enact- 
ment of the bill were received today 
by Senator Chamberlain and also by 
Chairman Dent, of the house military 
committee, from Governor Manning, of 
South Carolina.

Wilmington, N. C., August 9.—In its 
final session of a three-day annual 
convention at Wrightsville Beach to- 
night the North Carolina Good Roads 
association adopted resolutions favor- 
ing the transportation of German 
prisoners from Europe to America and 
working them on the public highways 
of the country. Senators and repre- 
sentatives were asked to prepare suita- 
ble legislation. 


Five Army Officers’ Training 
Schools Opened. 


The war department has established 
five central officers’ training camps, at 
which civilians and enlisted men will 
be trained for commissions in the offi- 
cers’ reserve corps. Infantry training 
camps are located at Camp Lee, Pe- 
tersburg, Va.; Camp Gordon, Atlanta, 
Ga, and Camp Pike, Little Rock, Ar k.; 
field artillery at Camp Taylor, Louis- 
ville, Ky, and machine gun at Camp 
Hancock, Augusta, Ga. 

These training schools will be run 
continuously, a new class being admit- 
The course of training 
will be four months at the infantry 
and machine gun schools and three 
months at the field artillery school. 
The schools are open to qualified en- 
listed men in all branches of the serv- 
ice except coast artillery, signal corps 


and labor units. The number of civils | 


ians admitted will be limited. 

To be, eligible for admission candi- 
dates must be between 20 years 8 
months and 40 years; citizens of the 
United Stutes and not born in any of 
the countries with which the United 
States is at war or allies of such coun- 
tries. Enlisted men must have the 
moral, educational and physical quali- 
fications required of an officer. ivil- 
ians must be graduates of a high schoo! 
or have pursued an equivalent course 
of instruction, be of good moral char- 
acter and have the required physical 
qualifications. ’ 

In addition to the above qualifica- 
tions, candidates for the field artillery 
must possess a thorough understanding 
and working knowledge of arithmetic, 
algebra to include quadratic equations, 
and plane geometry. Trained civil, me- 
chanical, electrical, mining and archi- 
tectural engineers are desired. Civil- 
ian applicants will be certified by the 
army officer on duty as professor of 
military science and tactics at the edu- 
cational institution nearest the resi- 
dence of the applicant.
